•■at-mlily rose to ka feet, unanimous 
in f'u belief that the, United States is 
taking the «*nly course compatible 
with principles of national honor And 
safety.

It shall he Ihc 
duty of the mayor ami police aullmr- 
t'tes of any settlement, village, town 
or city, when such an order is promul¬ 
gated by the State Health Officer, to 
mforce Fa provisions p *

one t i tite other, or to human beings-' 
The effect of this completed rule is 
o require the mayors ami police ot 
any and all citira and t -wns and all 
county officials to obey and enforce 
the orders cm the State Hoard of 
Health, issued through the Slat-- 
Itralih Officer, relating to die muzz¬ 
ling of dogs and other animals likely 
to h# infected with rabies, It does 
t leave the matter of such enforce¬ 
ment optional with such city and 
county officers whether or not they 
■hall obev, for the order has the ef¬ 
fect of enacted state laws, and more¬ 
over, it it a reasonable provision for 
:he protection of public health. 

It appear* to be rather difficult for 
a considerable proportion of officials 
charged with th* enforcement ol 
laws in Florida, to comprehend she 
fact that laws relating 'to the protec¬ 
tion of public health arc as re illy 
Iaws as those relating to the proba¬ 
tion and punishment of murder und 
other capital crimes; and that such 
officials, who fail to enforce such 
tnws for better sanitation and public 
healfti, are quite as c.ilpabH as the 
prosecutor who should refuse or neg 
lect to secure the conviction of a man 
churgdl Upon ligal evidence with the 
killing of a fellow man.
